ITS OBSERVANCE BY THE CITIZENS OF 
SACRAMENTO. 


The Procession—The Literary Exercises a t 
the Pavilion—The Horribles—Fire­ 
works—Incident s —Accidents. 


The one huudred and fourth anniversary of 
the nation’s birth was appropriately observed 
in Sacramento yesterday by a celebration 
which was in every way creditable to the 
city and its people. 
The principal streets 
were dressed with fresh green boughs, after a 
custom which has long prevailed here, and 
the buildings on either side the chief highways 
were decorated in many a pleasing design 
worked out with national colors, flowers and 
evergreens. 
A t sunrise the church-bells were 
rung, and the Sacramento Light Artillery 
fired a salute of thirteen guns. 
B y 8 o’clock 
the various organizations to take part in the 
celebration began to assemble in the vicinity 
of Sixth and M streets. Meanwhile the streets 
along the route of the procession began to fill 
up, and by 10 A. M. were thronged with citi­ 
zens in holiday attire, and though the shop 
doors were closed and business generally sus­ 
pended, the crowds of people gave the streets 
a livelier appearance than on the busiest busi­ 
ness day.

The roof at 
the center broke into a gentle arch, beneath 
which on a broad pedest.fi stood the Goddess 
of Liberty, personated and handsomely cos­ 
tumed by Miss Carrie Taft. 
On a lower ter­ 
race surrounding her were the young misses 
who represented the several States of the 
Union, the name of the States appearing on 
shields borne by the little girls, who were 
clad in white with red, white and blue trim­ 
mings. 
^ 
Next came the car of California, drawn by 
four white horses. 
It was a handsomely dec­ 
orated car, in white, with strongly contrast­ 
ing shades of red and blue, with evergreens 
and flowers, and ornamental lace hangings 
trimmed in blue and gold. 
In the center was 
“ California,” represented by Miss Nellie 
Mayberry. 
On terraces below and about this 
central figure were Agriculture. reDresented 
by Miss Mamie Connolly; 
rr 
Miss Marcia O'Rourke; Science, r»y Miss 
Mamie H ignett; Law, by Miss Florence 
Brown. 
Each of these representatives was 
surrounded by emblems which plainly be­ 
tokened the character assumed. 
The effect 
of the grouping was very good, and the 
dressing of the characters and the selection 
of the emblems bespoke the exercise of good 
taste and a nice judgment. 
Then came the public school car, neatly 
draped in white, with strong contrasting col­ 
ors, and evergreens and flowers, and shields 
with names of battlefields of the Revolution, 
and these two chief inscriptions : “ The Bul­ 
wark of our Liberties, the Public Schools 
“ We Love Liberty, Protected by Law.’’ 
Then came a car containing children from 
the Orphan Asylum, and bearing on the sides 
respectively these inscriptions: “As W ith 
Our Fathers, So May God Be With Us 
“ Liberty Teaches U s To Succor The Unfor­ 
tunate.” 
State House coach, with Orphan Asylum 
children.

Then followed a number of decorated wag­ 
ons, representing the business conducted by 
several citizens, followed by a goodly num­ 
ber of private carriages of citizens. 


AT 
THE PAVILION. 


When the procession had passed over the 
route of its inarch and reached the Pavilion 
at Sixth and* M streets, that spacious build­ 
ing, which was neatly decorated, wa3 found 
to be well filled by an intelligent audience. 
The very large stage was soon occupied by 
the officers of the day, Mayor Turner, the 
singers, military staffs, committees and those 
who took part in the exercises, which began 
by the playing of a medley of national airs 
by the First Artillery Band. 
Grand Mar­ 
shal Larue then called to order and intro­ 
duced President of the Day T. B. McFar­ 
land, who made a brief and spirited address, 
as follows ; 
Ladies and Gentlemen : 
We have met to-day 
in public assembly, as Americans have been ac­ 
customed to meet every Fourth of July for a cen­ 
tury, to celebrate our nation’s birthday. Great 
sentiments always find expression in visible symbols 
nnd physical demonstrations. And these latter, in 
their turn, react u{>on and strengthen the feelings 
which they represent. 
Fatriotism, next to religion, 
is the strongest of those sentiments which move 
large mauos of people with common impulses. 
It 
has inspired the noblest deeds and most heroic 
martyrdoms. And every nation must rely for her 
safety—for her life -upon this sentiment," this pas­ 
sion of patriotism. 
It is an instinct, and instincts 
are more reliable than mere conclusions of reason — 
stronger 
even 
than 
principles. 
A 
man’s 
love for his country is akin 
10 that which a 
mother 
lias 
for 
her 
child. 
'ihe sons and 
daughters of other women may be as symmetrical 


as Apollo, as superb as Ju n o ; but she loves her 
own child best. So does a man love his country, be­ 
cause it is his country. 
Patriots have die 1 for their 
country when it was but an insignificant isle of the 
ocean ; when it was curseil with a government of 
despots; when it was crushed beneath the heel of the 
foreign*conqueror. What then should be the meas­ 
ure of American patriotism? Our country is no 
small isle o the ocean ; in stretch of territory and 
material resources she .h continental. She has no 
government of despots’; she has the frees'and most 
beneficent government under which a nation was 
ever organized. She is uot overpowered by a for­ 
eign couquerer ; with a motion as easy and graceful 
as that by which a lady brushes away a fly with her 
fan, she cou!4 repulse’any invader *ho should dare 
to set hostile foot on her soil. 
Let us therefore to­ 
day, with ceremo ies appropriate and customai\% 
declare how much we love our grand country, and, 
at the same time, do somethirg to teach the*lesson 
of patriotism to those who shall follow us in the 
great highway of American citizenship. 
The Chaplain, Rev. T. H. B. Anderson, 
then pronounced an invocation. 
The baud 
again played national airs. 
The Reader of 
the Day, W. B. C. Brown, was then intro­ 
duced and prefaced his reading of the De­ 
claration of Independence by the following 
eloquent and concise statement of 


HISTORIC FACTS 
Precedent t© the adoption of the Declaration : 
Mr. President and Fellow-citixens: To me has 
been assigned the pleasing duty of reading the De 
claration of Independence, and, in order that we may 
more fully understand and properly appreciate the 
principles therein euunciated, it is necessary to 
consider briefly the peculiar circumstances and* con­ 
ditions which gave birth lo that instrument : there­ 
fore, before re .ding the Declaration I shall attempt 
a hasty recital of the causes which gave to the peo­ 
ple of the States the foundation-stones upon which 
has been reared a temple of civil and religious lib­ 
erty which is at once a lasting monument to the 
genius and patriotism of its builders, the pride of 
forty-five millions of citizens, native and adopted, 
and the admiration of thecivilized world. The Declara­ 
tion of lndejiendence, though formally proclaimed on 
the 4th day of July, 1770, embodies principles that 
for many ages had been struggling for existence, 
and though it may not be profitable at this day to 
grope among the musty records of the almost forgotten 
past to discover the first glimmeriLgs of the light of 
liberty that dawned upon the human race, yet I 
may Tie permitted to suggest that our ancestors, 
landing u|on these shores, brought with them 
the 
priceless 
germs 
of 
freedom, 
which 
were 
theirs 
by 
conquest 
and - inheritance. 
Each 
immigrant 
who 
erne 
to 
our 
land, 
from climes where civilized man held 
sway, 
brought with him somo vested rights in liberty's 
domain that had b en w*on for him by hero* and 
patriots. The majority of those who )>eop!cd the 
new world, coming from <*!d England, brought with 
them that natural love of liberty which has t»een so 
notable a characteristic of her people. Their fathers 
for generations had been stru_*gl:ng for a recogni­ 
tion of the rights of the masses against the divine 
right of kings to enslave, impoverish and degrade 
them. They knt*w how* long and how terrible had 
been the struggle that gave the death-1 low to feudal 
power in their native land ; that severed the chains 
of a serfdom which made their fathers but little bet­ 
ter than beasts of the field. They remenilicred well 
how much it cost the English people to obtain tbe 
light of triui by jury ot their peers, the great boon 
of the writ of habeas corpus, and the right of repre­ 
sentation in the legislative bodies of their Govern­ 
ment. Thousands left homes of comparative com­ 
fort and sought out the Western wilds of America in 
the hope of realizing a truer freedom and enjoying a 
larger measure of liberty than was the portion of 
those they left behind them. 
Probably not one 
of the many who first founded the American colonies 
had any definite i lea of rearing a Government 
in opposition to that of the mother country, 
or ever in his wildest flights of fancy caught a 
glimpse of the giant republic, under whose rule we 
to-day find protection, prosperity and happiness. 
Upon this western continent, however, they found a 
land eminently fitted fur the rapid grow th of the 
principles of freedom. They found a soil in which 
the tree of liberty they were planting was destined 
to grow to its perfect size, and blossom in all its 
glory; a land whose towering mountains, mighty 
cataracts, mafestic rivers and almost limitless val­ 
leys, trumpet-tongucd proclaimed the doctrine of 
freedom and progression. The dwarfed notions of 
civil and religious liberty, which enslaved man in 
the old world, were doomed to perish beneath the 
shadow of America’s transcendent resources and un­ 
limited advantages for human improvement. 
From 
the first settlement of the colonies by the English in 
1585 until near the close of the French war in 1763, 
their relations with the mother country were with a 
few exceptions pleasant, satisfactory and amicable. 
It would take volumes, however, to set forth their 
privations and sufferings ere safety was obtained 
from the murderous tomahawk of the savage or the 
stubborn fai e of nature made to yield to the march 
of civilization. 
Up to the time of the com­ 
mencement of the French war, the people of the 
colonies 
were indeed 
widely 
separated, both 
as to government 
and 
interest; but in that 
war they were united for a common purpose, 
became more thoroughly acquainted with each other, 
learned more of their common country, and, above 
all, learned to ponder upon the advantages to be 
derived from concentrated action in the future, and 
it may be said from this |>eriod forward they began to 
feel the galling chains of a political servitude which 
could not long be tolerated. 
Let it be remembered 
in this connection that history tells us “ that in no 
instance can it be truly stated that any American 
colony was established at the expense of the Gov­ 
ernment or nation of Great Britain.” That the col­ 
onists came at their own expense, for their own 
purposes ; that by royal charter each colony was al­ 
lowed its legislative assembly, with but slight 
restriction upon its acts, and, therefore, when they 
hail braved and subdued the savages, had caused 
the face of nature to smile beneath the hand of the 
husbandman, had converted the wilderness into 
luxuriant and elegant habitations for man, had ac­ 
cumulated wealth and built up commerce, had ac­ 
complished all this by their own indomitable energy 
and pluck, it was not expected that they would be 
slow to perceive or rebuke the first effort from 
abroad to strip them of their right to legislate for 
themselves in all matters of domestic concern. The 
first important aggression by the British Govern­ 
ment upon the rights of the colonies was the pas­ 
sage in 1663 of the Navigation Act, by which 
it was enacted “ That no European commodity 
should be imported into the colonies, unless shipped 
directly from England, and in British ships.” By 
this Act, in connection w ith others previously passed, 
England secured the entire trade of the Colonies. 
These Acts were continually complained of and dis 
regarded by the colonies, but as stoutly persisted iu 
by the British Government. The next cause of 
quarrel was in 1702. Joseph Dudley, Governor of 
Massachusetts, appointed by the Crown, demanded 
from the Legislature of that province to be fur­ 
nished a house for himself, and settled salaries for 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary, Judges 
aud other officers, all appointees of the British 
Government., which demand was positively refused, 
and thus commenced a dispute between the Gov­ 
ernor on one side and the Legislature on the other, 
which lasted more than 70 years, and Blassachiiselts 
stubbornness succeeded to the extent that they 
never did allow the fixed salaries asked for, 
although t cv did at times vote considerable sums 
of money to the Governor and other officers for ex­ 
penses. 
In 1744, Commodore Knowles, of the Brit­ 
ish navy, impressed as seamen a number of the in­ 
habitants of Boston. The people rose and forced 
the liberation of most of those so impressed. 
Thus 
we 
sec 
that 
the 
spirit 
of 
resist­ 
ance to British 
usurpation was 
taking firm 
root 
in 
the 
breasts of 
our 
ancestors and 
only needed a proper opportunity and sutfiei nt 
provocation to burst forth into open rebellion. That 
opportunity and provocation was not tardy in com­ 
ing. Toward the close of the French war, in 1761, 
the Government of Great Britain commenced a rig­ 
or us execution of the Navigation Acts before al­ 
luded to, and also asserted the light to tax the colo­ 
nies. The immediate pretext for the tax was that 
America should of right assist in pacing a portion 
Of the debt incurred in protecting the colonies 
against the French power. The colonies maintained 
that Parliament had not the right of imposing du- 
«•ú's» for the purpose of revenue, and that “ taxation 
without lepresentation was tyranny.” Many of the 
colonies sent petitions in 17G4 to Parliament, setting 
forth their grievances and protesting against all 
passed and pending measures for taxing them with­ 
out representation. 
In 17C5 the bill for la}ing 
stamp and other duties was brought before the 
House of Commons, and pet tions from Virginia, 
Connecticut aud South Carolina were offered in op­ 
position. There «ras a petition from New York, 
couched in such strong language that no member of 
the House of Commons could be prevailed upon to 
present i t ; but all was unavailing. The bill became 
a law March 22, 1765. It created in America the 
decpc8t feelings of alarm and resentment. 
The 
House of Burgesses of Virginia, which was in session 
when news of the passage of the bill was received, 
passed resolutions asserting the rights of the 
colonies, and denying the right of Parliament to 
tax. 
These resolutions were introduced by Patrick 
Henry, who on this occasion made his memorable 
speech, iu which he said, “ C?csar had his Brutus, 
Charles I. 
his 
Cromwell, and 
George III.— 
(“ Treason !’* cried the Speaker and many mem­ 
bers of the House)—may profit by their exanr le; 
and if this be treason, make the most of it,” sail the 
gallant Henry. In the meantime opposition to these 
measures was taking organized form, and on the 
17th of October, 1765, a Convention consisting of 
representatives of nearly all the colonies assembled 
in New York. This Convention put forth a declara­ 
tion of the- rights and grievances of the colonists, 
declaring that they possessed all the rights of native- 
born citizens of England, chie f among which was the 
exclusive right to tax themselves, and the right of 
trial by ju ry ; and in accordance with these senti­ 
ments, petitions and memorials were sent by all the 
colonies to the King and House of Commons, pray­ 
ing for redresB. The j*opulace of Boston protested 
in t*e most riotous manner against the enforce­ 
ment 
of the 
Stamp 
Act. 
They 
refuse 1 
to 
allow 
the packages containing the 
obnoxious 
stamps to 
be opened 
on their arrival from 
England. 
Like proceedings were indulged in 
in many of the other colonies. Numbers of the 
best citizens in the several colonics formed them­ 
selves into associations, called the “ Sons of Lib­ 
erty,” who resolved to resist by force of arms obe­ 
dience to the said Stamp Act. The best citizens, both 
men and women, formed societies in most of the 
colonie*. pledged against the use of all imported 
luxuries and all foreign articles of clothing, and 
homespun soon became a badge of distinction and 
honor; indeed the spirit of resistance was now fully 
aroused, and any attempt by any one to defend any 
of the obnoxious measures was sure to incur the 
penalty of ostracism from all good society, if not 
the harsher treatment ot ths mob. On tbe L7th of 
March, 1766, the Stamp Act was repealed by Parlia­ 
ment. Its repeal caused the greatest rejoicing in 
America. 
The historian says: “ The homespun 
dresses were given to the poor, and once more the 
clonies appeared clad in the produce of the British 
looms.” But their joy wwj but short-lived ; the 
mother country had not yielded her claim of right 
to tax the colonies. 
In June, 1767, Parliament 
passed 
an Act 
imposing 
a- tax 
on 
glas?. 
paper, tea, etc. 
L'pon news of the passage of 
this Act, the colonists were again greatly agi­ 
tated. 
About 
the 
same 
time an Act was 
passed by Parliament sus}>endb>g the functions 
of the New York Assembly until it had furnished 
the King’s troops with cert in support required, 
and also another Act of Parliament giving the King 
the appointment of Commissioners of Customs in 
the colonies, which wan not only to impose n \v 
taxes, but was to put into more complete force the 
old Navigation Acts, which had excited such opposi­ 
tion in clays past. These Acts fanned into a fierce 


flame the smouldering embers of discontent, and 
although the Legislature of New York was fright­ 
ened i to compliance, a different effect was pro­ 
duced in the other colonics. Abjut this time a 
body of British troops were landed in Boston, ami 
although it was alleged that the troops were driven 
in by stress of weather, yet the people look- d upon 
i hem as ins’rum enu sent parpjselj for carrying 
out the obnoxious Acts, and they d en ’.mined on or­ 
ganizing for resistance. The Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, ti accordance w ith a resolution 
passed by their body, addressed circulars to the 
other colonies, urging co-operation for redress. Ti e 
colonies accordingly petitioned the King. Their j*e- 
tition was answered by a letter from tbe British 
Secretary of State, addressed to th Governor of 
Massachusetts, directing him to require the Massu 
chusctts 
Legislature 
to 
rescind 
the 
reso 
luiion 
which 
authorized circulars to be sent 
to the other colonies, and in the event of its non­ 
compliance, to diseulve that body. The House re­ 
fused obedience and was dissolved. The ministerial 
mandate to other colonies of the same import met 
the same fate. Still the colonists petitioned the 
King for redress in the most frieiullv terms, but no 
redress was to be obtainc4l, save that which their 
strong arms and brave hearts were to wrest from 
the tyrant on the field of battle. In September, 
1768, large numbers of British troops arrived in Bos­ 
ton aud were quartered in Fanned Hall. The at 
tempt to co h ci the customs in Boston was the cause 
of numerous and serious riots. 
Later in the year 
more troops arrived in Massachusetts, and the citi 
zens were completely overawed. In 1769 Parliament 
pass* d resolutions urging the King to take measures 
for the trial and punishment, under the Brit’sh 
statutes, of all thoec guilty of conspiring against 
the British Government since December 30, 1767. 
All the colonies protested most vigorously against 
the spirit and scope of these resolutions. Time will 
not permit me to give in detail tbe many outrageous 
demands made by the Government of Great Britain 
upon the colonies, and the many flat refutáis by tlic 
colonies to comply therewith; of the many com­ 
bats and broils which took place between the citi­ 
zens and the soldiers stationed in their midst, 
all tending to the final outbreak. 
Iu 1773 the East 
India Couqiany sen» cargoes of tea, upon which a 
duty was to be collected, to New York, Phila­ 
delphia, Chariest en 
and 
Boston. 
New 
York 
and Philadelphia sent 
the ships, 
with their 
tea, back to Loudon. The people of Charles­ 
ton stored the tea iu damp cellars, where the whole 
of it was ruined. At Boston a town meeting was 
held before the tea arrived, and it was resolved not 
to use any of the tea while the duty was iin|vo»ed, 
and requesting the company not to discharge any of 
it iu Boston. When it wa> found that the tea w’ould 
not be returned to London, a number of men dis­ 
guised as Mohawk Indians boarded the vessels con­ 
taining the tea and threw the whole of it into the 
harbor. Shortly after this important event General 
Gage was made Governor of Massachusetts and com­ 
mander of the British forces in America. About 
this time, by Act of Parliament, tbe pori of Boston 
was cl* sed. The other colonies expressed the warm 
est sympathy for Boston and resolved to make com­ 
mon cause with her, Virginia taking the lead - pass 
ing the celebrated resolutions of May 24, 1774, for 
the j>a£3agc of which the House of Burgesses was 
dissolved by the royal Governor. Affairs now rap 
idly approached a crisis. The colonies commenced 
prtfiaring for a concentrated resistance. 
They 
did net yet, however, contemplate independence, 
but only united action for redress. In July. 1774, 
notice was receivtd in Boston of the passage of two 
Acts, one empowering the Governor of Massachu­ 
setts to ap)Hiint all the civil officers, and by the 
other Counselors were to be selected by the king. 
The appointments under these Acts were of the 
most obnoxious characters in the colony, and a large 
military force was quartered in the c dony to enforce 
obedience to the royal programme. 
On the 5th of 
September, 1774, th»; first Continental Congress as­ 
sembled in Philadelphia. 
All the colonies but one 
were represented. 
Peyton Randolph of Virginia 
w as chosen President. They resolved to make com­ 
mon cause with the people of Boston in their oppo­ 
sition to the late Acts of Parliament. 
They |>assed 
the celebrated bill of rights, with which every 
American should be familiar. 
Still hoping for a 
peaceful solution of their differences the} again 
sent addresses to the King and {*e«>ple of Great 
Britain. They resolved ou entire non intercourse 
with the mother country. 
They re-olved that un­ 
less their grievances should he sooner redressed, 
they would hold another Congress May 10, 177.5. 
The Cabinet of England determined on coercive 
measures, and the preparations for war were prose­ 
cuted throughout the country. 
Early in 1775 Fal­ 
mouth was burned by the British. 
The expedition to Canada, under the command of 
the gallant Montgomery, was undertaken later in 
the year. On tbe 19th of April the Batt'c of Lex­ 
ington was fought. 
May 10th, Ticonderoga was 
taken. May 12th, Crown Poiut surrendered ; June 
15th, Washington was appointed Commander in­ 
Chief of the American Army. June 17th, the Battle 
of Bunker Hill was fought. March 17, 1776, Boston 
was evacuated by the British. June 28th, the gallant 
defense of Fort Moultrie, in South Carolina, was 
made. Now indeed all hopes *f reconciliation with 
the mother country were at an end and the voice of 
the people was for war. The fire.i of patriotism 
were burning brightly in every section of the land, 
2nd no sacrifice was counted too great by the 
votaries of freedom. As was beautifully said by the 
poet: 
“ They left the ploughshare in the mold, 
The flocks and herds without a fold, 
The sickle in the unshorn grain, 
The com half garnered on the plain ; 
And mustered iu their simple dress, 
For wrongs to sc; k a stern redress. 
To right those wrongs come weal come woe 
To perish or o’ercome their foe.” 
On the 7th day of June, in the Continental Con­ 
gress, Richard Henry Lee. of Virginia submitted a 
resolution declaring “ That the united colonics are, 
an d ought to be, free and independent States; that 
they are absolved from all allegiance to the British 
crown; and that all political connection between 
them and the State of Great Britain is, and ought 
to be, totally dissolved.” On the 1st of July it was 
adopted, and a committee was appointed to prepare 
a declaration of independence. The committee se­ 
lected Mr. Adam3 and Mr. Jefferson as a sub-coru- 
mittec, and Mr. Jefferson made the original draft, 
which, without any amendments, by the whole com­ 
mittee was reported to Congress, and after under­ 
going several amendments, was adopted by that 
body on July 4, 1776. 


The quartet composed of Messrs. Godwin 
McNeill, Crandall, Putnam and Freeman, 
then sang “ Becker’s March,” accompanied 
on the piano by Mrs. T. H. Berkey.

Gov­ 
ernor George C. Perkins was then introduced 
in the midst cf applause, as the Orator of 
the Day. 
He spoke as follows ; 


ORATION BY GOVERNOR PERKINS. 
Fellow Citizens: This day, always welcomed so 
gladly, is not only the memorial day of American 
liberty, bu% stamped with the seal of universal 
freedom, it becomes the common property of hu­ 
manity- From the north and the south, the cast 
and the west, come the songs not of the crovem- 
menta of the earth, hut of the peo pi 3, a id in this 
annual re-echo lives their hope for the perpetuation 
of civil ond religious liberty. Tbe memories of 
this d:*y lift us out of ourselves, and surround us 
with associitions aud thoughts higher and better 
than those of our daily ife. 
\Ve hate for the time 
put aside t he cares and anxieties of our daily avo­ 
cations, and with patriotism for our watchword, we 
should make it a day for retrospection of the past, 
for gravo consideration of the present, and for u 
glance into the future, that we may assure ourselves 
that the course we follow is the one guarded by 
prudence and wisdom. 
History and experience 
both teach us that, go long as we are anxious about 
the future, the future is secure. 
It is only when 
men fall into a state of apathy and no longer take 
heed of the morrow that they arc in danger. 
The great American Republic is like a ship sailing 
upon an unmapped ocean. 
No other government 
has pursued the same course, and qtir progress must 
continue in the future as it has hi the pas:, an orig­ 
inal voyage of discover}*. Constant watchfulness 
and eternal vigilance can alone secure us from the 
danger of shipwreck. 
The sovereignty of the Republic is lodged only 
with the people, and, as we have no hereditary 
cuide9, to each citizen belongs the duty of observing 
longitude and latitude. 
Experience has taught us that our people are al­ 
ways capable of meeting storms and tempests, be 
they never so severe. 
Intelligence and patriotism 
has qualified them to cope successfully with all vis­ 
ible evils and dangers, w hether in the form of finan­ 
cial reverses, political problems, or contending on 
the field of battle. 
The great danger of a republic lies not in open 
menace, but in silent transformation of thought 
and ideas, in the unseen sapping of foundations, in 
the unnoticed decay of patriotism. 
Our people will never deliberately renounce the 
principles that gave life to the Republic; but they 
may un onsciouslv drift upon the invisible under­ 
currents of political thoughtlessness and neglect, 
and thus lose sight of the principles and the grand 
destiny of the Republic. Hence the necessity of 
close observation and jiersistent inspection of the di­ 
rection and tendency of public thought. This work 
id never difficult if* frequently attempted, and be­ 
e v e s impracticable only under prolonged and crim­ 
inal neglect. 
We have entered the second century of our polit­ 
ical existence, and the time is opportune for critical 
examination. We are commencing a new era frougbt 
w’ith difficulties, and we ought to ascertain our ex­ 
act situation. 
How fare 
the great 
principles 
upon which the Republic depends for its ex­ 
istence? Arc w*c menaced by doctrines that are 
subversive of republican institutions? 
Whither 
arc we tending; aud what is the great duty of the 
hour, that each citizen owes to his couutry ? 
Deeply impressed with this thought, may we not 
fur this time be pardoned if we step aside from the 
beaten path of custom ; and, talk together in a 
sober, serious, common-sense manner upon the live 
questions of the day, accepting that only which 
commends itself to our beat judgment and con­ 
science. 
Let us first grasp firmly the ideas that define the 
relations existing between the general or State Gov­ 
ernment and individual cit'zens; we will then 
eliminate from the mind all that will confuse it in 
the discussion. 
In our republican system, Government exists to 
protect the citiz.n in the use and enjoyment of his 
personal rights, which includes the right to do any­ 
thing that docs not interfere w ith simitar rights in 
others, and which does not in any way injure the 
Government. 
Equal 
rights 
are 
guaranteed 
to 
each 
citizen, and 
these 
cannot 
be 
alienated 
by 
himself, 
by 
ether 
citizens, 
or 
by 
the 
State, except for violation of law 
when there 
follows a punishment for crime. 
The individual citizen’s capacity for enterprise, 
under this system, is not subjected to any limitation 
by croveramental authority, but free scope is given 
that his powers may expand ; and, if he but keep* 
within this circle, he is as independent as if no 
government existed. 
Public opinion, social custom or religi ms idea?* 
may place many restraints upon him, but he accepts 
these voluntar}*, or r.ot at all. 
This system contemplates lu governmental regu 
lation whatever. 
If the individual's conduct or 
opinions are within the state i bounds, all the n u 
chinery of the Government Í9 pledged to protect 
him from interference. 
This high degree of freedom was not extended to 
special associations or combinations of a few’ favo ed 
citizens; but this principle was fully e-tablished in 
the earliest period of our political history, and w s 
fully considered iu the New York Legislature, whcu 


a bill for the establishment of a mechanics* guild 
was reportad. Special omul i nations and exclusivo 
charters have always been looked upon with aus­ 
picien, because of tbetr tendency to override the ab­ 
solute freedom of the individual citizen. 
The duty of sustaining the Government was com­ 
mitted t»> the citizen, and his life and property was 
pledged to that end. This design did not contem­ 
pla .e the support of the citizen under any circum­ 
stances, or tbe care of anybody bv the state. 
The practice of the Government and the laws 
passed up to this time have l>ceu based upon these 
principles. Whatever exceptions may have occurred 
arc ac ideutal and unintentional. 
It was expected by the fathers of the Kepubli* 
that this plan would tru n the pcop'e in self-govern­ 
ment and create a population self-reliant, cour­ 
ageous, industrious ami enterprising; who would 
be capable of subduing the wilderness by their own 
individual energy.

of the second century of our history, there is an 
effort in certain directions to at u nipt to graft two 
other principles upon our system. Uertaiir pereow* 
among the most prosperóos classes propose a strong 
Government, with a standing army to control the 
turbulent and secure good order. ^There is a differ­ 
ence of opinion among these advocates of a strong 
Government as to tbe prec ise degree of strength 
they would add, but the theory includes a marked 
modification of republican government an approx­ 
imation to a constitutional monarchy or a modified 
form of imperialism. 
This proposition has been 
entertained by some from the beginning, and during 
the earliest period of cur history as a nation en­ 
gaged the attention of able men. 
The second clues is a school of so-called reform­ 
ers—modern in origin, yet they offer a still mors 
radical changv. They prvpoéo that the Government 
shall regulate, control and direct individual cut sr. 
prises, and playe restrictions thereon, controlling 
commercial ambaftan by limiting profit*; and other 
advantages to be obtained by personal energy. 
They propose to recognise classes of men b law. 
and to discriminate in favor of the incompetent and 
unfortunate. 
Those who arc gifted in tho art of accumulation 
arc to be restrained for the supposed advantage of 
those less favored, 
llence they say the necessity of 
limiting opportunities, energies aud profits. The 
intent is to equalize capacity and conditions for the 
benefit of the less unfortunate, and their cud is to 
be achieved by a practical recognition of cl e.H's. 
The plan is to Ik; carried out by ntakinr the rich 
bear a larger percentage of taxation than the poor 
for the support of the Government. 
The Government is to furnish work for the unem ­ 
ployed, and support to the needy. They propose 
that the Government shall enter into busim.** that 
is not necessary 
its existence, < r » ven to its wel­ 
fare, became it will restrain the enterprises of cer­ 
tain classes for the benefit of others. 
They propose to this end that the Government 
shall run railroads, manage telegraph lines and con­ 
trol hanking business and merchandising. 
They pro|M»«£ also that the State sbali own all the 
lands, and lease them to the people. 
Thus we have before us two, il not three, plans of 
government directly opposed to etch other. 
The first arc the accepted principles of our present 
system, aud under w hich we Jhavc made such prog­ 
ress asa peopleaifd a nation, and the otlnr is the­ 
oretical, radical and untried. 
These two rival systems arc struggling (or th» 
master}*. 
The system bequeath *d to us bv tho founders <*f 
the republic i« sustained by the cultured instincts of 
the majority of those w h o have been reared from 
infancy under the influence at American institu­ 
tions. 
The propose d system urged b} so called reformers 
is supported by a young }>o)itical J»arty that soon, if 
shrewd‘v handled, may hold the balance of power. 
The strong governmental theory .udrocatcd by a 
few rich men has always been supported by a small 
number ever since the days •>? the Revolution. 
They ore not influential or sufficiently numerous to 
menace our institutions. 
It has been fought and 
defeated again and again, and the people rc.<*gmze 
in it an old and settled issue. The doctrine of cen­ 
tralization can never have any considerable follow­ 
ing where education is generally diffused among the 
people. 
But the advocates of tbe so called reform 
school are fresh, vigorous and persistent, and al­ 
though peace reigns suprt me in ever}- State of our 
Union, yet the present m a poitcntous era of our 
]K>litical h:story. There is a great issue before th# 
people, and we cannot evade or ignore it. Th# 
proposed change is pushed by a comparatively 
strong (tolitical party, and is sustained by a feeliLg 
of discontent, w hich is a factor in politics that is 
always immediately and diicctly poteutial. 
We know also that false ideas hotly and systemat 
icalfv urged have great present advantage over just 
thought feebly presented. 
Under such circumstances the false growra 
vidi- 
ously, and often wins success for waut of vi 
an# 
opposition. History tells us that nearly all g«*.em 
mental changes have been gradual. 
Nearly all 
silent transmutations arc in the wrong direction. 
Like flakes of snow falling unpcrceived upon the 
earth, these wrongs creep upon us. As the snow 
gathers together, h o these innovations against th# 
spirit of our institutions follow each other. No 
single flake that is added to the pile produees any 
visible effect or change; no single act shows us the 
danger. 
But os the tempest hurls the avalancho 
down tbe mountain and overwhelms the inhabitant 
and his habitation, so surely will these heresies, if 
permitted by almost imperceptible accumulations 
’ to come upon us. shake m th ei n f. >u dation tbt 
liberties which our fathers bequeathed us. 
There is also another danger to the republic to i>« 
found in the demagogue who, l-»>kmg only to politi­ 
cal preferment, evades all grave issues for the pur­ 
pose of seeking favor from all parti-..*. They con­ 
sent to any gradual change rather than risk defeat 
by boldly facing the evil that threaten the republic 
Almost as reprehensible and deserving of censure 
are those who are so completely devoted to money­ 
making, mere accumulators, that they have no time 
to spare for spec al consideration of dangers that 
arc uot open and undisguised. T.iere ¡j another 
disa»lvantage to be found in tho fact that many 
of our best people arc busily engaged in developing 
the resources of the country ; and these seldom 
take an active part in politics until an immediate 
necessity demands their action. 
But the patriotic American citizen when duly 
warned will give his whole heart to the business of 
resisting the insidious growth of dangerous doc­ 
trines. 
May wc not ask if our republican system is not 
threatened by a danger more fatal than armed re­ 
bellion. The latter is easy to meet because the open, 
obvious fact compels instant ami vigorous action, 
but it is not so easy to meet the iosidiouai.eaaof this 
silent growth. 
I believe a grand necessity is ui*m us, and the 
patriotic impulses of our people will «soon recognize 
the fact; and when the people give their attention 
to the existing struggle there will be a new align­ 
ment of political parties. 
All other questions w ill 
be laid aside, and all true men \vill rally to tbe sup­ 
port of our republican institutions. 
Tbe present established and recognized system 
contemplates as little governmental interference 
w ith the citizen as possible, and Kims to give him 
the widest scope of action. The new scheme pro­ 
poses to narrow indefinitely this scope of action and 
to extend governmental interference as far as pos­ 
sible. 
Our present system allows c mpetition on 1} 
among the people. The new scheme of the so- 
call d reformers, authorizes the Government to 
compete with individuals in business. 
The present accepted system refuses to recognize 
classes, .and the new one proposes to establish 
them by law. The organized system require* the 
people to support the Government. 
The new scheme requires the Government to sup­ 
port the improvident, the unfortunate, and the in­ 
competent; u duty which is now most cheerfully 
performed by the individual voluntary gifts to 
eh trity. 
Is not that change revolutionary in its character 
which proposes to transfer the ultimate sovereignty 
from the individual citizens, to the hands of Gov­ 
ernment officials, an?! thus obliterate the last ves­ 
t; *.of fundamental principles that now aeflne the 
relations of individuals to the governing authorities. 
These changes are not prop-«ed to bo made sud­ 
denly, that could not be t ossible excepting under u 
monarchical form of government. 
A people educated under our republican inaf»tu- 
tions repel sudden changes, and refuse io 
new theories. Hence tkeir phn is to attcm, 
educate the people thivugh pamphlets and politic-. 
organizations ; ancl those who plan and lead care not 
for the result if it but place them in power. 
I am well aware that thousands who act with 
those so-called reformers do not discern the revo­ 
lutionary character of the principles they have 
inscribed on their banner, or where they are leading 
them. They are simply misled by delusive hopes of 
personal relief. Many have been unfortunate, and 
they imagine that the new scheme in some mys­ 
terious way promises abundance in the future. 
Fortunate is the one who has the sagacity to lean* 
from the experience of others. Wiser ii the uation 
that profits by the lcssonsitmay glean from history. 
The scheme of the Imperialist is European in origin; 
it has l>een rejected time and again by our people, 
and is now being repelled by Europe. Hat the scheme- 
of the so-called reformers has a baser origin. ’! he 
doctrine that the Government shall exercise a dose 
supervision over th j life and business of the citizen; 
that the State shall conduct the leading enterprises; 
tlie theory that the .State shall lease the s».il; all 
these a^e of Oriental origin, and have their ex­ 
emplifications in the ancient despotisms of China. 
Stagnation, ruin, oppression, ignorance, vice and 
anarchy have always existed where this system has 
prevailed. 
Theic is not an American idea in the 
whole scheme. But its advocates call it a paternal 
Government, yet it differs in name only from des­ 
potism. The principles are essentially the same— 
both claim the unlimited supervision and control of 
the citizen. A despotic Government would be pa­ 
ternal if ruled by a Washington. A paternal Gov­ 
ernment would be despotic in the hands of a Fred­ 
erick the Great, or a Ferdinand. 
L.irge unlimited 
powers, centra ized in a few hands, always ends in a 
dcsjiotism, and always will, until human nature is • 
changed. 
Unlimited powerdevclops ar.d calls out bad rulers, 
and generations may pass before a really good man 
is found in the history of such Governments. 
English his ory shows only one—Alfred the Great 
— durin : the period when that Government may have 
been called paternal. 
But these deladed reformers, who wish to engraft 
uj>on our republic these unlimited power ; 
super­ 
vision, propose to secure a good and w.se adminis­ 
tration by the election of those who will do no 
wrong. 
* 
Tuey know that it is rarely ever that the best 
men are elected to office, especially those of emolu­ 
menta ; yet were it possible to elect them, with this 
great power they would soon become tyrants, be 
cause power unrestricted develops tyrants. 
It ha# 
always been so, and, unless human nature change#, 
will be so until the end of lime. And the endow­ 
ment of this great j»ower for'tlie exercise of the 
proposed paternal Government would also assist in 
perpetuating their own term of office, and to de­ 
prive the elective franchise of the protection it now 
affords us. 
But the new s.heme will not remedy any of the 
evils complained of. How caif it advance th : condi­ 
tion uf the laborer or the unfortunate V Has uot 
human experience demonstrated the ¡act tha. riches 
purchase exemption ? Will it nor do so under the 
supervision of such a Government? 
Suppose the stupendous power now in the hand» 
of the railroad eonM*nnie9 and nr mnfa^tnrers of ihe 
nation to be concentrated in u department of the 
proposed new Government, who w uld wield it t 
The officials, of course. W-. u!d they do so for t b■* 
good of those not rich? History tel s us that power 
never bathers with the poor except to use them.

GE0BGE BIPLEY. 
( jeorge lviplcy, the veteran literary critic 
of the New York Tribune, is dead, at the 
ripe age of seventy-eight. He had held 
that position for thirty years and more, 
having taken it in 1S49, and during that 
long period he had been a faithful and 
most trustworthy guide to the readers of 
the journal, upon all literary, topics. No 
doubt the bulk of his work was done 
apon the Tribune, but a very solid and 
creditable performance wa3 his share in 
editing the American Cyclopiedia, which 
he undertook in conjunction with Charles 
A. Dana. 
Dr. Kipley was a man of wide 
erudition and ripe judgment. His style 
was very clear and bright, and his reviews 
were singularly instructive and satisfying. 
It is perhaps remarkable that a man of to 
much learning and literary ability should 
have passed the greater part of his working 
career in criticising the 
productions 
of others, and that he should have 
made so few original and permanent 
contributions 
to 
literature 
himself. 
W ith the exception of a handbook of Art, 
we believe that he published e o distinctive 
work of his own, and yet it may be doubted 
whether the most voluminous authors have 
really written more than he. He may be 
cited as auother instance of the tendency 
of journalism to absorb an 1 deindividual- 
ize intellectual ability. The Press is an 
agency which more and more covers up 
and assimilates literary talent. All over 
the world able men arc working silently 
and without the stimulus of personal fame 
which individual authorship offers, in the 
interest and for the advancement of this 
imperious, exacting, and indispensable 
mistress. Its growth is that of Nature. 
“ So careful of the type she seems; so 
‘‘careless of the single form.” Journal­ 
ism proceeds by evolution toward higher 
planes continually, but the journalist is 
used up and thrown aside, and the great 
machine marches forward to gather up and 
expend and reject fresh installments of 
brain-power. 


THE CENSUS AT THE SOUTH. 


The Chicago Tribune observes that “the 
“ census returns from Atlanta, Ga., and 
“ Nashville, Teun., show either a surprts- 
“ ing growth in these cities or uncommon 
“ Zealand spontaneity on the part of the 
“ enumerators. If returns from the South 
“ continue to come in at this rate Judge 
“ Tourgee’s expectations will be realized,and 
“ it will be found that the Southern Dem- 
“ ocrats appointed by President Hayes, on 
“ compulsion, have packed a good many 
‘ graveyards into the lists of the living.” 
It is obvious that a great opportunity for 
the perpetration of census” frauds at the 
South has been offered, and it is a 
matter of mere opinion whether the South­ 
ern J»cmocratic enumerators would be 
likely.Jo avail themselves of it.

It is, 
however, conceivable that Southern Demo­ 
cratic Knumerators might not realize the 
difficulties in their way, and might pro­ 
ceed to increase the population of their 
sections in innocent confidence that their 
tricks would not be detested. 


KEARNEY’S CHICKENS COMING HOME 
TO ROOST. 


THE ACCIDENT AT MONTEREY. 


Tho gay gathering at Monterey, assem­ 
bled to celebrate the Fourth under the 
auspices of Company G, of San Francisco, 
has been dispersed in confusion and dismay 
through the occurrence of a casualty so 
entirely due to the most amazing fool­ 
hardiness that it almost deserves to be 
characterized as an attempt at suicide and 
murcer. A man who is said to have been 
engaged as an artilleryman because of his 
supposed carefulness and experience, un­ 
dertook to open a twenty-five pound can of 
gtmpowder with a hatchet. The result, 
which might have been predicted with al­ 
most the certainty of an eclipse, was an 
explosion which killed one man outright, 
desperately wounded the' foolish exjicri- 
mcnter, and less seriously ¡Djurei a third 
person. It is evident that no precautions 
can avail against stupidity and reckless­ 
ness so dense as this. It is necessary to 
take it for granted that most men have 
sense enough to abstain from thrusting 
red-hot pokers into barrels of gunpowder, 
and when they do such things there is 
nothing to be said save that it is a great 
pity the consequences of such criminal care­ 
lessness cannot be confined to the originat­ 
ors of the mischief. 


At last Kearney’s peculiar methods have 
l>een turned against him, and he knows 
how it feels to be bulldozed. It docs not 
lie in his mouth to complain of the tactics 
adopted by his Democratic adversaries at 
the Sandlots on Sunday, for he himself in­ 
troduced the practices by which he was 
silenced on that occasion. No one has yet 
had time to forget the insolence with which 
he formerly led around his ruffianly fol­ 
lowers, taking possession of public meet­ 
ings, violating the right of free speech, 
threatening outrage and violence upon all 
who differed from him, and encouraging in 
all ways the brutal and lawless spirit which 
lias at last been retaliated upon bis own 
head. If, therefore, this wa3 simply a 
question of poetical justice, i’.s public 
might stand back and amuse itself with 
the retribution which has overtaken this 
pestilent bulldozer, and might dismiss the 
whole affair with an impatient exclamation 
of a “ a plague on both your houses!” 
But 
it is 
not 
possible 
to deal 
thus 
cavalierly 
with what is in 
fact far 
more 
an 
outrage 
upon 
American institutions than a retaliation 
upon Kearney. 
Two wrongs never made 
a right, and never will. Because Kearney 
has been a blatant mob leader and disturber 
of the peace it does not follow that others 
are justified in following his bad example, 
even when the immediate purpose is to 
punish and suppress him. 
As regards the 
personnel of the mob that howled him 
down on .Sunday there seems to be some 
conflict of opinion. 
Some of the San 
Francisco papers say that the disturbance 
was created by “ Democratic roughs and 
bullies,” while others say that the dis­ 
turbers were members of the \V. 1’. C. who 
had gone over to the Democracy. It docs 
not really matter much what such men are 
called, however. 
W hether they style 
themselves Workingmen or Democrats the 
central fact remains the same, namely, that 
they are brutal and lawless ruffians, 
not only ignorant of but hostile to free 
institutions, and totally unfit to ex­ 
ercise the privileges and perform the 
duties of American citizenship. 
We 
have frequently pointed out the strong 
antagonism between all the political meth­ 
ods employed under the general head of 
Kearneyism, and genuine American prac­ 
tices. In the Kcarncyite methods has 
been exhibited not merely ignorance, but 
alien ignorance of the kind which al­ 
most instinctively opposes whatever of 
ordered government it encounters. The 
yelling roughs who have heretofore 
assisted Kearney’s demonstrations, and 
who now are just as ready to howl their 
former leader down, or to mob and mur­ 
der him if they get the chance of doing it 
in a cowardly way, are alike discreditable 
to the republic, under whatever factional 
flag they may happen to be rallying. They 
are not American in anything, and least of 
all in their brutal contempt for free speech 
and fair play. 
It will not do for the decent people of 
San Francisco to make any mistake about 
this. Democratic bulldozing is just as 
dangerous anu just as reprehensible as 
Kearneyitc bulldozing. It may well be 
that the class of men which has followed 
Kearney hitherto tends naturally toward 
the Democratic party, for it is in that 
party that the most systematic and auda­ 
cious outrages upon free speech have been 
perpetrated. The Democracy of the South 
!;as for years been precisely wh at Kearney’s 
opponents last Sunday would be if they 
got the chance. Give them timid adver­ 
saries and they will set no bounds to their 
insolence and cruelty. They are akin to 
tho material out of which a solid South 
has already been constructed, in fact, and 
they would not hesitate to repeat the South­ 
ern methods in San Francisco if they thought 
the experiment would be safe. However lit­ 
tle sympathy there may be for Kearney 
personally, therefore, and however indiffer­ 
ent decent men may feel towards his difficul­ 
ties, it is absolutely necessary to look above 
and bcyon.'l the immediate cause of this 
outrage, and to insist upon the liberty of 
speech, no matter whose rights arc in­ 
vaded, or by wham. 
The men who 
assembled on Sunday to pirevcnt Kearney 
from sp.aking to a meeting of his own 
sympathizers ought to have been dispersed 
by the police. The latter did not appear 
to comprehend their responsibilities, and 
allowed the interruption to continue until 
the meeting was broken up. , It is to be 
hoped that such rcntissuess will net be per­ 
mitted again, but that if a second attempt 
should be made to interrupt a meeting, the 
riotous element will be promptly dealt 
with, and in the only way by which it can 
be convinced. It is certainly a discouraging 
commentary upon tho pjrogress of our 
civilization that such scenes ebould be pos­ 
sible, but the elements which have 
left the \Y P. C. to espouse Hancock’s 
cause are natural Democrats, though their 
behavior would undoubtedly be the same 
' whatever they called themselves. They 
were for Kearney first because they 
thought he represented a peculiarly turbu­ 
lent and lawless opposition to government 
and to order. They are for the Democracy 
now because they recognize in that p.arty a 
worthy substitute for Kearneyism. They 
have no respect for free spieech, no under­ 
standing of free institutions, no capacity 
for self-government. They are in sober 
truth dangerous classes, and it is the ex­ 
cesses of sucli men which fill the minds of 
American thinkers with ever-increasing 
apqirehension8 as to the ultimate effect of 
the prostitution of the suffrage resulting 
from the constant and rapid absorption 
into the body corporate of those who pos­ 
sess no single qnalitication for citizenship. 


more momentous, than anything that is 
before the French Parliament; but there 
was no thought of abolishing the House of 
Lords because it refused to pass the bill 
which the pieople demanded, and though it 
may be said that soma of the methods 
finally resorted to by Ministers to Becure 
tho passage of the bill created dangerous 
precedents, experience lias shown that the 
fabric of the Government was in no respect 
damaged or weakened by them. 
The 
French politicians who are now' so fiercely 
denouncing the action of the Senate do not 
perceive that second chambers are insti­ 
tuted for the special purpose of acting as 
checks upon the dangerous impulsiveness 
of the popular assembly. 
It has been 
found very desirable that one branch 
of the national legislature should be 
removed somewhat from the influence of 
currentopinion ; that it should be largely in­ 
dependent of popiular favor ; that it should 
represent the more sober, reflective, and 
matured sentiment of the country. It will 
sometimes happen that this conservative 
body opposes itself unwarrantably to salu­ 
tary reforms ; but as there are no real re­ 
forms which are cot the more commended 
to popular approval the closer they are 
examined, their postponement rarely pro­ 
duces any other effect than to intensify the 
demand for the changes proposed. In the 
present cate it appears to outsiders that 
there may be good ground for the Senate’s 
refusal to endorse the plan of plenary am­ 
nesty. It is well known that among the 
Communists in exile there are very many 
objectionable and dangerous characters; 
men who are certain if released to re­ 
turn to their old trade of conspiracy, 
or to agitate "for measures calculated 
to do great injury to the republic. 
But whatever opinion may be formed 
concerning the wisdom of the Sen­ 
ate’s decision, 
its 
right 
to make 
that decision ought not for a moment 
to be questioned. To assert that the rad­ 
ical party will not submit to aconstitutional 
defeat, and that it will require the aboli­ 
tion of the chamber which has given it this 
rebuff, is to confess that the radical party 
is incapable of self-government. We be­ 
lieve that the only hope of the French re­ 
public lies not only in the maintenance of 
its Senate, but in deference to its judgment 
whenever it has the power of determining 
the fate of measures. Let the second 
chamber be abolished in a fit of pique and 
impatience, and the removal of all checks 
to radical legislation must be so complete 
that one extravagance will follow another 
until anarch}’ is reached, and then the old 
dreary experience of despotism succeeding 
to disorder will crown tho melancholy fail­ 
ure. The present situation in France is 
critical. Let us hope that her statesmen 
will prove equal to the emergency, and 
that sense and patriotism will be more 
than a match for demagogism and cant. 


RUMORED RUSSIAN REPULSES. 
The account of two repulses of the Rus­ 
sians under General Skobeleff by the Tur­ 
comans in Central Asia has now been 
reported so positively that it seems justifi­ 
able to accept it, at least provisionally, as 
probably true. There is the less reason 
for rejecting the story that the Turcomans 
have certainly repulsed previous Russian 
detachments, and that this has been done 
within a year. 
General Skobeleff has 
earned the reputation of a brave and dash­ 
ing commander, but it does not follow that 
he was fitted to lead a desert expedition 
against these wild and warlike tribes. 
The Turcomans are desperate fighters, and 
they have suck excellent reasons for de­ 
testing the Russians that whenever they 
encounter Muscovite trcops they make the 
most determined resistance, and when 
fighting behind cover, as they have re­ 
cently learned to ilo, become very formida­ 
ble antagonists. In the open field they 
cannot stand five minutes before the Rusi 
sian attack, but behind their forts they 
are hard to conquer. It is therefore emite 
possible that the story of Skobe-lefFs re­ 
pulse is true. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


THE FRENCH SENATE AND PLENARY 
AMNESTY. 
The French Senate has rejected the bill 
granting plenary amnesty to the Commun­ 
ists, and it is interesting and instinctive 
to observe the manner io which this event 
is received by the other side. It is made 
painfully apparent that the sense of fixity 
in their institutions has not yet been at­ 
tained by French politicians. When the 
upper chamber refuses to ratify a measure 
originating iu tho popular branch of the na­ 
tional legislature, a clamor instantly arises 
for the abolition of the upper chamber. 
It docs not require much historical acumen 
to perceive that if this spirit prevails the 
French republic will bo doomed. A second 
chamber is far more indispensable to or­ 
dered government in that country than it 
is iu an Anglo-Saxon community. The 
latter has hereditary training and educa­ 
tion in constitutional and institutional 
government. It knows how to bear politi­ 
cal defeats soberly. It never thinks of de­ 
stroying tho machinery because it has failed 
to control it. In England, again, there have 
several times been conflicts between the 
Lords and the Commons, of so grave 
a character that even that law-abiding na­ 
tion was shaken to the center by passioD. 
The Reform Bill agitation ia perhaps the 
beat modern instance of tl.is. The con­ 
troversy over that measure was far 
more absorbing, the measure itself was far

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The National Holiday. 
C hicago, July 5th.—A number of minor 
accidents occurred here on account of the 
unusually active celebration of the day. The 
streets were thronged with country people 
and pleasure-seekers, and all the trains and 
boats out from the city were loaded down with 
women and children. 
C lev elan d, July 5th.—There was a large 
influx of strangers to the city to-day to wit­ 
ness the grand military and trades precession. 
There was a yacht regatta and an illumina­ 
tion of the parks. 
Chicago, July 5th.—Independence Day 
has been as faithfully observed to-day as 
though it-_had not come on Sunday. The ex­ 
changes, banks and stores were closed, and 
the firecracker and pistol reigned supreme on 
the streets. Baseball and the races drew an 
immense crowd of people, and vast numbers 
sought less noisy and populous retreats iu the 
subuibs and neighboring towns. To-night 
there was a fine display of fireworks all over 
the city, but the display, like the celebration 
of the day, was for the most part individual 
anil not collective. A great number of acci­ 
dents occurred, hut few were serious and still 
less fatal. Among the saddest was the death 
of Captain IVm. Hammond, who was shot 
dead by his son while on hoard the tug Satis­ 
faction. They were firing at a mark, ami 
the careless handling of the pistol caused the 
fatal accident. Charles Martel, a saloon­ 
keeper, was seriously stabbed in an affray 
with rnughB. No fires occmred during the 
day. Reports from other cities and towns in 
the Northwest indicate a pretty general ob­ 
servance of to-day as a holiday. 
Ynrlitiug 4'aluslropbc -W omen and I’hil- 
dren Drowned—Dastardly Conduct. 
St. P aul, July 5th.—A yacht containing 
a party of 14 iiersons capsized on White Bear 
Lake, 12 miles from here, this afternoon. 
They were struck by a sudden squall, and 
having no competent sailor on board the 
yacht went over. Eight of the passengers 
were men, of whom seven were unmarried. 
The rest were women and children. The 
seven single men swam ashore without mak­ 
ing any efforts to save the lives of the women 
and children, who were all drowned, with 
one married man, who stayed and made an 
effort to save his family. Other boats here 
came to the rescue, but were only able to 
recover part of the bodies. The lake is be­ 
ing dragged for the rest. Following is a list 
of the drowned: Frank Gibson, wife and 
children ; wife of John Dow and his sister, 
Tillie Dow ; child of Thomas Cline. All in 
the boat were laboring men, Gibson, Dow 
and Cline being employed in the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba railroad shops. 
The Democratic Campaign. 
Chicago, July 5th.—It seems to be cou- 
ceeded, according to Eastern specials, that 
Tilden is arranging to assume control of Han­ 
cock’s campaign, as he has experience 
and money, neither of which Hancock can 
command from other sources. In return for 
his labors. Tilden is to he allowed the power 
behind the throne—the President, to all in­ 
tents and purposes. This arrangement seems 
already to have disgusted Tammany, and 
particularly the Wallace faction in Pennsyl­ 
vania, where Randall will doubtless super­ 
cede Seuatr Wallace iu the management of 
campaign affairs, which would by right come 
to Senator Wallace, he having been the 
stanch friend of Hancock from the begin­ 
ning. 
Hancock's fealty I» I lie National Govern­ 
ment. 
C h ic a g o, July 5th.—The Tribune publishes 
a special from Washington in a prominent 
way, and editorially comments on its state­ 
ments a3 being very probable. It concerns 
the fealty of General Hancock to the National 
Government. In the same line it is known 
by your correspondent that a r- an now emi­ 
nent in legal and political circles in a West­ 
ern State has within a year made statements 
very damaging to Hancock and his loyalty 
during the campaign in the Wilderness. 
These statements he is competent to make, 
because he was, uu to certaiu points in Han­ 
cock’s career, his confidant and close friend. 
The friendship was severed when he learned 
that Hancock was scheming for a cessation of 
hostilities on terms very favorable to the 
Confederate Government, and designed to 
politically aid the Democrats of the North. 
This gentleman is a stanch Democrat, and it 
is somewhat doubtful if the documents which 
he has to sustain his allegations can be ob­ 
tained. Those who had seen them long be­ 
fore Hancock’s name was mentioned for the 
Presidency declare, however, that they are 
conclusive, and that they will establish clearly 
and irrefutably the disloyal Intention and 
intriguing with rebels of the Democrats’nom­ 
inee when the country could ill afford to lose 
a friend. The following is the Tribune's 
special: 
The Biltinlore American has the following : So 
far the press has refrained from attacking General 
Hancock, but if 1 am not misinformed some facts 
will oe made public which will injure the canvas* of 
the Democratic candidate for the Presidency. Han­ 
cock, it is alleged, was a violent partisan of McChd- 
l in, and w hen the latter was relieved from the com­ 
mand of the Army of the Potomac a *-ounsel of war 
was held, which included Filz John Porter, Frank­ 
lin, Hancock, Baldv Smith and a number of other 
officers of less note. It is said that at the meeting 
General Hancock proposed that the order for 
the removal of McClellan he withdrawn and the 
army march upon Washington to dejs.se Lincoln 
and Stanton. This revolutionary programme, the 
story goes, was seconded by Fitz John Porter and 
would hare been adop ed had McClellan had liad 
the nerve i f his fierce friend Hancock. It is a mat­ 
ter of history that there was a great deal oi indig­ 
nation cxpi cased by McCtcllan’b officers upon his re­ 
moval, and it is believed that there is an unwritten 
chapter in which Hancock figures, but not to his ad­ 
vantage. It is stated that General Grant knew all 
about this matter, and that at the proper time the 
whole story will be told to an astonished public.

Chicago, July 5th.—Tho Tribune's St. 
Alban’s (Vt.), special says: The stateuieut 
that Haucoek was anxious to support Tilden 
in 1877—in the event of the latter taking the 
Presidential oath, is further strengthened to­ 
day by a full statement of llirain Athens, 
Chairman of the State Committee, and a 
newspaper corre-pondent, the latter being 
pledged to secrecy at the time of the Demo­ 
cratic conclave.

FOREIGN SEWS, 
English Grain Trade. 
London, July 5th.—The Mark Lane Ex­ 
press, in its review of the British grain trade 
for the past week, says: The weather has 
been fairly reasonable, and crops have made 
further steady progress, though advices rela­ 
tive to oats are somewhat variable. The sup­ 
ply of English wheat is very small, but diffi­ 
cult to sell, though holders willingly afford a 
concession of one and sometimes two shillings 
per quarter. Imports of foreign wheat are 
fair, but not excessive, though granary stocks 
are reduced to almost an unprecedented 
point. Yet as long as arrivals suffice to meet 
the immediate wants of buyers, they can 
afford to disregard the present moderate 
extent of arrivals in confident anticipa­ 
tion 
of future abundance, to which 
everything seems to point. 
The large 
Continental demand has hitherto been the 
chief influence in favor of sellers, but 
as the French harvest is now almost due, 
Continental needs must shortly cease to affect 
the situation. In short, the weather, despite 
some rain, has been too fine for trade. Wheat 
declined one shilling to two shillings on the 
week. Even Russian has fallen, despite the 
extreme scarcity. Business of ali descrip­ 
tions is very limited. Maize remains at 23 
shillings G pence, ex ship. Arrivals at ports 
of call are moderate, and business is quiet, 
with a declining tendency until Friday, when 
44 shillings was accepted for red winter car­ 
goes. Since then, in consequence of the 
broken weather, prices have tlecidedly im­ 
proved in tone. Á fair amount of business 
was done in red winters at 49 shillings G 
pence for the Continent and 49 shillings to 
49 shillings 3 pence for the United Kingdom. 
With more cargoes of maize off the coast, 
prices declined one shilling six pence to two 
shillings per quarter. Very little business 
was done in wheat for shipment until the end 
of the week, when the low prices brought 
buyers. Trade closes at an improvement of 
six pence from the lowest point. There is a 
moderate inquiry for maize at a decline of 
about six pence per quarter. 
The Irish Roller Bill. 
London, July 5th.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-night the debate on Forster’s Irish 
relief bill was resumed. Lord Churchill said 
he had exceptional means of information, 
and had no hesitation in saying that the dis­ 
tress did not warrant the bill. The distress 
might be great, but there was also much fraud 
and imposture. Gladstone said the greater 
part of the opposition to the bill was a re­ 
vival of the smoldering hostility to the Land 
Act. The bill must be judged from the 
standpoint of the Land Act, which created 
for the tenant an interest in the land and im­ 
proved the value of the land, though it 
interfered with property. 
Evictions, he 
said, were lamrntably increasing, and it was 
necessary to employ a large number of police 
to enforce the processes. Such a state of 
things nearly approached the danger of civil 
war, and it was therefore necessary to take 
measures to prevent a Beriuus crisis. The 
hgst means to combat the anti-rent agitation 
was to remove the justification for the agita­ 
tion. Chaplin’s amendment to reject the bill 
was defeated by a vote of 275 to 217, and the 
bill was read a second time without division. 
Strike Compromised — The Tny Dr.dge 
Disaster. 
London, July 5th.—The strike of cotton 
spinners at Mossley has been compromised. 
The Tay Bridge Commissioners presented 
two reports. The majority report censureB 
more or less severely the contractors, engi­ 
neers and the North British Railway Com­ 
pany. The design of the bridge is condemned, 
and the company charged wüft neglecting to 
keep it in proper repair. Although the con­ 
struction of tht bridge as faulty, the Com­ 
missioners believe it might have weathered 
the storm and lasted for years had it been 
kept in thorough repair. The minority re­ 
port arrives at substantially the same con­ 
clusion, but differs on matters of detail. 
Tho Derby Slakes. 
London, July 5th. — The Times says : 
Whatever truth there may be in the allegations 
concerning the Derby winner, there seems to 
be no doubt that when objection was made 
after the races to the winner’s pedigree or 
nomination, the bets go to that horse that 
comes in first, provided it is of the right age 
and has not otherwise transgressed the rules 
of racing. The persons who packed Bender 
will probably he entitled to a return of their 
bets, though the Derby stakes may have to 
go to Robert the Devil. 
Americans In London. 
L ondon, July 5th.—There was no public 
celebration by the Americans to day of the 
national holiday. One hundred American 
ladies and gentlemen registered their names 
at the American Exchange in the Strand, on 
the occasion of its formal transfer to the 
American company in whose name General 
Joseph R. Hawley to-day assumed the pres­ 
idency of the undertaking. 
Gas Explosions. 
London, Juty 5th.—A series of explosions 
occurred in the gas-main supplying Totten­ 
ham Court Road last night while the work­ 
men were laying a new service of pipes. The 
explosions caused large fissures iu several 
paita of various streets, wrecking the fronts 
of houses, and causing great damage. Two 
persons were killed and thirty injured. Four 
hundred houses were damaged. 
Commercial Crisis. 
P a ris, July 5th.—The Bourse states that 
there is a commercial crisis at Belgrade. 
Three important failures have occurred.

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The National Anniversary. 
San F rancisco, July 5th.—The national 
anniversary was celebrated to-day in accord­ 
ance 
with 
preconcerted arrangements. 
Salutes were fired morning, noon and night. 
The city was gay with flags and decorations. 
The procession moved from Third and Brnn- 
nan streets at 10 a. m., passing through the 
principal streets and eounter-ruarching 
through the double arch across Market street 
at its junction with Kearny, from the top 
of which a salute of field-pieces was fired 
while the column was passing. The proces­ 
sion was reviewed by the Grand Marshal on 
New Montgomery street, after which the 
ranks were broken and those who wished pro­ 
ceeded to the Opera House, where literary 
and musical exercises were held. The build­ 
ing was densely packed. Everything passed 
off iu a satisfactory manner. A large num­ 
ber of novel features were introduced in the 
('recession, among which was a tableau vivant 
of the battle of New Orleans, borne on 
a large dray. Shortly after the procession 
started an ludia cracker set fire to the tradi­ 
tional cotton hale breastwork, and in a few 
seconds the tableau was reduced to a badly 
scorched platform, with a few parts left 
standing, and some half-burnt fragments. 
The strange appearance of the turn out oc­ 
casioned much speculation as to its intent 
during the remainder of the march, the gen­ 
eral opinion seeming to be that it was in­ 
tended to symbolize the burnt district of 
Portland in the fire of J uly 4, 1SG5. The day 
has been barren of incidents, no accidents or 
fires of a serious nature occurring. The 
weather has been cool and blustering, and 
not very favorable for the display of fire­ 
works, to come off during the evening near 
Lone Mountain. 
Stockton, July 5th.—There has been no 
public celebration here to-day. The business 
houses, however, have been closed, and flags 
are flying all over the city. At 9 A . M . the 
Stockton Guard and Weber Engine Com­ 
pany paraded the principal Btreets, and this 
afternoon San Joaquin Engine Company and 
the Hook and Ladder Company had a proces­ 
sion. There is general dissatisfaction among 
the citizens that the Council did not make an 
appropriation for the due observance of the 
day. 
N apa, July 5th.—The day passed very 
quietly here, there being no general celebra­ 
tion. The public offices and most places of 
business were closed. Flags floated from 
every flagstaff, and decorated many build­ 
ings. A national salute was fired at morning, 
noon and sunset. The Turn Verein picnicked 
in a grove in town ; also the Hook and Lad­ 
der Company, in full unifoim. The day was 
deliciously cool and comfortable’. 
San Jose, July 5th.—The celebration of 
the Fourth of J uly in this city to-day was 
the best—all things considered—that has 
ever taken place here, with the exception of 
the Centennial blowout. Business generally 
was suspended, and bunting was generously 
displayed from public buildings and private 
residences. 
H o lliste r. July 5th.—There was a grand 
celebration at this place to-day. The pro­ 
cession was fine, and all passed of harmo­ 
niously. 
W atso n v ille, July 5th.—Our national 
anniversary-was very patriotically celebrated 
here to-day. There was a very large proces- 
bion of firemen, benevolent associations, 
Mexican veterans and a triumphal oar, with 
a Goddess of Liberty and young ladies rep­ 
resenting the several States and Territories. 
At the conclusion of the exercises the foun­ 
tain recently erected in the plaza—the gift of 
the Butterfly Social Club—was dedicated 
with appropriate ceremonies, the presenta­ 
tion speech being made by Miss Dora Her­ 
nandez, President of the Butterfly Social 
Club. The parade of the “ Humbles” took 
place in the afternoon. Everything parsed 
off pleasantly, no accident of any kind oc­ 
curring. About 4,000 people were present, 
S an ta Cruz, July 5th.—The celebration 
came off to-day without auy mishap, and to­ 
night a ball will be given in honor of the 
Alert Fire Company of San .Tose. This 
morning’s train from San Jose brought many 
more people from that city. 
S an ta P au la, July 4th.—The oue hundred 
and fourth anniversary of American inde­ 
pendence was celebrated in this county yes­ 
terday by a grand barbacue and ¡nenie on the 
Se.-pe, followed by a ball at night. The busi­ 
ness houses were all decorated with flags, and 
everybody seemed to enjoy themselves 
hugely. 
H aywards, July 5th.—The town is full of 
people. All the houses on the principal 
streets are decorated with banners, evergreens 
and streamers. Arches span the principal 
corners, and all kinds of business is suspended. 
At 11:30 A. M. a procession was formed, which 
moved through the principal streets and was 
over two miles long. The "Horribles” 
turned out in force in the afternoon. The 
exercises were held in Oakes’ Pavilion. A 
grand ball followed after the fireworks. It 
is estimated that 10,000 people were in town. 
Bodie, June 5tH.—The Fourth was cele­ 
brated here with great unction by- a parade 
and literary exercises in the day and fire­ 
works at night. 
V irg in ia (Nev.), July 5th.—Virginia cele­ 
brated the day grandly ; also Gold Hill, the 
latter winding up with a barbecue. 
P o rtla n d (Or.), July 5th.—There was no 
regular observance of the national birthday 
liy this city to-day, but there were several 
excursions, which were very numerously at­ 
tended. An immense celebration was held 
to-day on the State Fair Grounds, near Sa­ 
lem, under the management of the Board of 
Managers of the Oregon State Agricultural 
Society. It is estimated that not less than 
20,000 pereons were in attendance. There 
was music and a procession, and au oration 
delivered by Judge J. F. Copies. In the 
evening there was a tine display of fireworks. 
During the afternoon, at the conclusion of 
the usual exercises, there were several excit­ 
ing tests of speed ou the race grounds. 
P o rt Tow nsend (W. T.), July 5th.—The 
celebration here to-day was a success in every 
respect, with no accident or casualty to re­ 
port. The usual salutes were fired from the 
revenue cutter Wolcott, the gam-on and 
the town batteries at sunrise. Indians arrived 
and camped on the beach, where they planted 
the English Hag near the chiefs house. The 
different tribes to-day exerted their skill in 
canoe-racing, and throughout the entire day 
conducted themselves in a very orderly man­ 
ner. When the Victoria steamer arrived this 
morning all the flags in the city and on the 
shipping were displayed, the batteries salut­ 
ing. About 240 persons came from Victoria, 
and several hundreds from other (daces. 
After the boat-races in the morning, the Cal- 
athumpians made an immense display in 
parading, and were a noticeable feature in 
the day’s proceedings. Although all the sa­ 
loons were open, there was not a drunken 
man seen on the streets, and altogether the 
citizens are very proud of their celebration. 
Assault lo Commit Harder. 
D av isy ille, July 5th.—Yesterday after­ 
noon, at the brewery in this place, John 
Leow, while under the influence of liquor, 
and without any apparent cause, shot J. W. 
Brown in the left shoulder, producing a pain­ 
ful, though not dangerous wound. Leow was 
promptly arrested and confined in jail till 
morning, when he was brought before Justice 
William King for examination, and com­ 
mitted, with bail fixed at 81,200, which he 
was unable to furnish, and will be sent to the 
County Jail at Woodland to await his trial 
for an assault with intent to commit murder. 
They both are laboring men, and strangers iu 
these parts. 
_______ 
Minuting at Bodie. 
Bodie, July 5th.—Patrick Carroll, a 
miner, was shot and instantly killed last even­ 
ing iu front of Miners’ Union Hall. A reso­ 
lution had been adopted by the Miners’ 
Union at a previous meeting to the effect that 
the organization would not participate in to­ 
day’s parade, because of an objection to the 
Grand Marshal, Captain J. G. Messec. A 
special meeting was called last night, and the 
resolution was rescinded. Carroll was op­ 
posed to turBing out, and was so violent in 
the hall that he was excluded. Subsequently 
he went to the hall, and drumming on the 
door with his six-shooter, a committee went 
outside to remove him. A scuffle ensued, in 
which Carroll was pushed from the steps 
upon the ground, when he commenced firing 
at the committee. They returned the fire, 
six bullets entering his body, producing 
death within five minutes. Carroll was con­ 
sidered a violent man, and was quito promi­ 
nent in the Daly trouble a year ago. 
This evening John Kennedy, a wood con­ 
tractor, was shot and dangerously wounded 


by a woodchopper named S.’ll Baker. It 
was the result of a drunken row. Baker was 
arrested.

San Asobeas, July 5th.—D. Pedrante, 
a quartz miner from San Antonio ridge, 
suicided in a lodging-house in this place to­ 
day by taking stry chnine.

P o e t Tow nsend, July 5th.—One of the 
crew of the bark David Hoadley, named 
Oliver Jaisen, was kicked yesterday in the 
throat by the mate, Charles A. Lofgrun, dur­ 
ing a dispute at Utsaladv, and the man was 
taken to the Marine Hospital, where every 
attention was paid him, but his wound was 
such that he will probably not live till morn­ 
ing. Lofgrun has been arrested by the 
United States Marshal. 
BRITISH COLUMBIA- 
Telegraph Repaired—Fur Seals- Weal her— 
A Pronounced Success. 
V icto ria, July 4th.—The telegraph cable 
was successfully repaired yesterday. 
A letter from Esquimalt, on the west coast 
of this island, states that at that station alone 
900 fur seals have been bought. Indians set­ 
tled there have made moro than 85,000 in 
two months. Some made as high as 8120 
each in one day, and mauy from 830 to 8S0 
each. The yield is as good as that of a rich 
gold find, if it would but last. In all, it is 
estimated that the west coast Indians must 
have received $30,000 in hard cash in 
two months’ time. 
Since the latter end of May the weather 
on the coast has been stormy. 
The Derby dyke, on the Frazer river, has 
successfully resisted the high water, and is 
a pronounced success. 
FrlglHfnl Death—.1 Prisoner Chained lo u 
Post Burned to a Crisp. 
V icto ria, J uly 5th.—At the town of Well­ 
ington, near Nanaimo, on Saturday last, a 
large number of persons gathered to take 
part iu a series of sports that had been ar­ 
ranged there by the proprietors of the Well­ 
ington colliery. Everything passed off pleas­ 
antly until (5 o'clock in the evening, when 
smoke was discovered issuing from the stable 
adjoining the Wellington Hotel. An alarm 
was immediately given, and those in the vi­ 
cinity, knowing that a sailor who had been 
arrested for creating a disturbance was 
chained to a post inside, ran instantly to the 
building. The door was fastened, and great 
difficulty was experienced in breaking it 
open. By this time the flames had gained 
considerable headway. Several parties tried 
their utmost to free the chained sailor, but 
their efforts proved futile. They tugged and 
pulled at the chain till their own hands 
were burnt, and, despite * the piercing 
cries of 
the 
man, 
had to _ leave 
him to his fearful death. In a few micutes 
nothing was left of the unfortunate man but 
a few calciued bones. The man thus burned 
to death was the boatswain of the British ship 
Maggie C. Seed, loading at Departure Bay. 
His name was Thomas Pall, a native of Pop­ 
lar, London, England, aged 3fi years, and 
single. He has a mother and sister living in 
England. Five horses were also burned to 
death, and their harnesses destroyed, togéther 
with a quantity of hay and oats. Two of the 
horses belonged to ex Mayor Bate, and one 
each to A. Mayer, R. Nightingale and O. 
Yerk. The sports were brought to a sudden 
termination by this unfortunate accident. It 
is not known how the fire originated.

Prayer, the reading of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, and the oration. Senator Cheney, 
the orator, really captured every one within 
the sound of his voice by his stirring patriotic 
eloquence and rare humor. The barbecue 
offerings were ex:ellent, and furnished an 
abundance of the substantiate for the inner 
man for all who partook. At the grand ball 
in the evening the immense pavilion was 
crowded to its utmost capacity, not less than 
4( K) persons whirling in the giddy mazes at one 
time.

F a llin g o f a K -street B a lco n y —A S core a n d 
M ore P erso n s Injured. 


Shortly after the “ Horribles’” procession 
pas=ed up K street yesterday—about 4:30 F. 
M. -a balcony at the southwest corner of K 
. 1 Eighth streets fell, and precipitated a 
jer of people upon it some fifteen feet to 
a sidewalk below and upon the cobbles of 
ti. • freet. The balcony gave way from be­ 
ing overweighted 
for so aged 
a struc­ 
ture. 
It was old, warped and insuffi­ 
cient to sustain a weight which its size 
would 
naturally 
invite 
upon 
it, 
how­ 
ever strong it might have been originally. 
The section which fell was the corner from 
the line of the east wall to the building out 
to the line of the K-street sidewalk and from 
the line of the south wall of the house to the 
Eighth-street sidewalk, or a section about 
twelve or fifteen feet square. The property 
is owned by A. Coolot, stationer and tobac­ 
conist, ,T street, between Eighth and Ninth. 
As nearly as can now be ascertained there 
were on the balcony some twenty-five people, 
adults and children, and a few others %scat- 
tered along its extension westw’ard on K 
street. Something attracted the attention of 
these people up K street, and most of them 
moved up to the comer of the balcony, where­ 
upon it suddenly gave way and precipitated 
the crowd to the street below. 
Beneath the 
balcony stood nearly as great a crowd as that 
above. 
Upon these people the timbers fell, 
and many were 
severely bruised. 
The 
scene 
at 
the time of 
the 
fall 
was 
heartrending. 
The cries of women, the 
screams of children, the groans of the 
wounded, the cries for help, the impreca­ 
tions of the men, all weut to make up a 
scene full of tragic interest, and which ap­ 
pealed to even the coldest heart. 
A hundred 
strong men instantly responded t6 the cry for 
aid, the broken timbers were speedily cleared 
away, and the wounded ones carried into ad­ 
jacent apartments and physicians summoned. 
An immense crowd gathered, and the efforts 
of the police and several military men were 
necessary to keep hack the people and afford 
room for the treatment of the sufferers. As 
nearly as can now be ascertained the sufferers 
were : 
Mrs. Job AVebb, Nineteenth and N streets, 
severely bruised in the side and head ; fell 
from the balcony. 
The little boy of Mrs. 
Webb, ankle and foot badly hurt; fell from 
the balcony. Another and elder child of Mrs. 
Webb fell from the balcony and was slightly 
hrnised. 
Mrs. James Murray, Nineteenth and N 
streets. Precipitated from the balcony; badly 
bruised on the right knee and foot and in the 
back. 
Mrs. Annie Blake, an invalid, resides in 
the building ; was thrown from the balcony 
into the broken mass of lumber and was badly 
hurt in the right side and is hurt internally 
badly. 
Mrs. Mollie Jackson fell with the wreck ; 
lives in the building; severely injured inter­ 
nally. 
Mrs. C. E. Clark lives in the building; 
fell from the balcony ; hurt in the head and 
back but, not seriously. 
Mr3. Cora Mo»e lives in the building; 
was thrown with her child in arms from the 
balcony and both were considerably bruised. 
Ida Gerry, a child, slightly bruised by fall­ 
ing timber ; lives at 1023 G street. 
\V. W. Smith, 1623 G street, was beneath 
the halony and was badly hurt on the back 
by a falling beam. 
May Johnson, a child, living on G street 
near 1023, was severely bruised. 
Mr. and Mrs. Nellis, living on Eighth 
street, between K and L, were beneath the 
balcony. 
The old gentleman was cut in the 
hand and wrist and the old lady was bruised 
in the shoulder and back. 
A young man named Yandemark and his 
sister, living in the country, were beneath 
the balcony and were both severely bruised 
but not seriously so. 
A. O. Campbell. Eldred House, hurt by 
falling timbers; injury mainly in the hips ; 
not serious. 
Win. McKenzie, fives at the American 
Eagle H otel; crushed by a falling beam ; 
suffering from concussion and from internal 
injuries. 
¡Seven or eight persons 
were 
slightly 
bruised, who left for their homes before their 
names could be ascertained. 
The balcony 
was along its horizontals all out of fine, 
mid few of the past» were at a perfect perpen­ 
dicular. The supports were six by six inches, 
nine feet apart and probably strong enough 
if perfectly upright and on unyielding founda­ 
tions, which appearances indicate may not 
have been the case. 
It seems that the inner 
corner sank first.

The announcement of a display of fire­ 
works at the Capital l’ark extension drew, in 
the cxeninn, an immense concourse of people, 
who were in such a happy humor that they 
wonld have been pleased with even a very 
ordinary effort on the (tart of the pyrotech­ 
nists. What they presented was unobjec­ 
tionable, and though lacking in variety, 
would still have been acceptable to the peo­ 
ple had the manufacturers, Had field & Coul- 
luatt, been posse-red of a due regard for 
public reepect. The rockets were nuinerotn 
and cood, the bombs likewise, the colored 
lights from the dome and grounds brilliant, 
the fountains quite good, and probably the 
display was all the committee contrac ted for 
—on that subject the committee only is com­ 
petent to S|-cak. 
But as to the unconscion­ 
able delay tfie public has a voice, and it made 
it manife.t very audibly last night. What 
plea- ure it had, taken early in the even- 
lug, in the rockets, bomba and lights, was not 
only neutralized but turned tc: disgust by the 
wholly inexcusable and unpardonable delay 
which followed. The maimtacturers may 
mAke all the excuses in the world, but they 
cannot convince the public that it required 
nearly an hour to set off tho single set piece 
provided, and which, however good it was— 
and it had merit certainly—w.iiiooked tijxcn 
with displeasure, because of the infliction 
preceding it. Hadfield & Couirnan may be 
able to make fireworks, but certainly have 
demonstrated their utter incapacity to get 
them off. The entire display could have been 
disposed of in half an hour. In that case the 
people would have pronounced it a success,
